Out where Missouri meets Kansas 
on the Kansas City, Kansas, District, 
they have had a wonderful district 
convention. Brother G. W. Messer is 
the district pastor, and he said that 
at the first of this Assembly year 
they had only two churches and 
forty-one members. Now they have 
three churches and sixty members; 
yet when you stop to think about 
their raising $500 for missions and 
$420 for the Orphanage, this is still 
a small number for such a large job. 
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UNITY of the SPIRIT is one of the 
most essential conditions that could 
possibly exist in the circles of Chris- 
tian society. Paul informs us that the 
UNITY of the Spirit in its most per- 
fect setting is found in “the bonds of 
PEACE.” But he knew that peaceful 
zones were scarce, hard to acquire, 
and equally as hard to defend against 
the hordes of aggressors. Therefore, he 
instructed us to “ENDEAVOUR to keep 
the unity of the Spirit in the bonds of 
peace.” 

In the first place the Spirit will only 
take up His abode in the heart that is 
filled with the peace of God. The 
Spirit, therefore, is not found in the 
heart that is housing an Ishmael, the 
trouble-maker with Isaac, the new- 
born CREATURE. When the Spirit 
comes in, it simply means that all oth- 
ers have been evicted and the heart has 
been thoroughly swept and garnished, 
leaving the heart groomed fully with 
tranquility, joy, and happy anticipa- 
tion of the filling of the Spirit. And is 
it saying too much to state that such 
a condition must be maintained for 
the Spirit to abide with us? 

First of all, there must of necessity 
be complete UNITY between my mortal 
spirit and the Holy Spirit. Cordiality 
and courtesy to the Holy Spirit must 
not stop upon His moving into our 
hearts, nor ever thereafter. We are to 
use caution lest we “quench” the 
Spirit. There is also a possibility of 
“grieving” the Spirit, and this we must 
guard against if we desire that He 
stay in our hearts. 

Obedience to the Holy Spirit is a 
pure guarantee of unquestionable 
UNITY with Him in all things. Paul 
in the following verses from Acts, 
gives us a soul-stirring message on 
this thought: “Behold, I go bound in 
the spirit unto Jerusalem, not know- 
ing the things that shall befall me 
there: save that the Holy Ghost wit- 
nesseth in every city, saying that 
bonds and afflictions abide me. But 
none of these things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto myself, so 
that I might finish my course with 
joy, and the ministry, which I have re- 
ceived of the Lord Jesus, to testify the 
gospel of the grace of God.” There is 
no question about a person’s loyalty, 
cooperation, unrestricted obedience, 
and perfect UNITY with the Spirit 
when he conducts himself like this.

The individual who is thus given 
over to the Holy Spirit fits perfectly in 
that group of Christians who are 
Spirit-filled and who seek to know the 
“mind of the Spirit” and strive to do 
it. From such societies and among 
such groups there emanates the spirit 
of fellowship and peaceful harmony 
that is as beautiful as the colors in the 
rainbow and as welcome as the warm 
rays of the sun on a cold December 
day. 

The one report of all reports that a 
Spirit-controlled assembly desires to 
give, is phrased in these words, “It 
seemed good to the Holy Ghost.” 
When the decisions in our councils, 
committee meetings, and assemblies 
are suffixed in sincerity by this apos- 
tolic statement, it affects us like slid- 
ing the rock of Gibraltar beneath us; 
we know that our foundation is sure. 
On the other hand, when we are un- 
certain as to the approval of the 
Spirit, and decisions are reached after 
long and heated debate, during which 
time the Spirit and our spirits are 
grieved and hurt, we find ourselves 
stripped of confidence, earnest zeal, 
and faith, and that we are on a sand 
bar, subject to changes in our deci- 
sions in the next meeting, as the sand 
bar is changed by the recurring wind 
and flood. 





Unity of the J pirit 


The purpose of the Spirit in our 
lives is to endue us with power for 
service for God in His Church. If you 
are never to be anything but a good 
layman, you need the Spirit. If you 
are to serve in any position as a lead- 
er, you are most assuredly unqualified 
without the Spirit. Then there is an- 
other thing that we must keep in 
mind and that is that the Spirit in my 
life must cooperate with the Spirit in 
your life, and work for God, and that 
such unity must exist between the 
Spirit in the individuals throughout 
the Church of God to assure continued 
success. 

There is a kindred fellowship and 
love in the church family that does 
not exist in any other organization or 
order in the world. And if and when 
the Holy Spirit is in my heart and in 
your heart, you have the same Spirit 
that I have. When we have differences 
and fail to understand alike, it is gen- 
erally conflict between your spirit and 
my spirit, but never between the Holy 
Spirit in you and me, for He is one. 
After all, your five senses are yours in- 
dividually, and so are mine. Our use of 
these senses in such private and in- 
dividualistic fashion goes farther in 
classifying us as finite and limited, 
perhaps, than anything else of which 
we are guilty. For some things we are 
pardonable, I am sure, but when we 
find that the work of our spirits is 
grieving and offending the Holy Spirit 
it is time to stop. 

I have been a witness of and a party 
to incidents of this very nature in 
some of the greatest meetings, with 
some of the most God-fearing and 
Holy-Spirit-filled ministers and mem- 
bers in this world. There was conten- 
tion that reached the strongest of 
tension; speeches that cut like swords 
and pierced like daggers, yet falling 
from the lips of sincere and honest 
speakers, who, in some instances, had 
more zeal than knowledge and as a 
consequence our spirits were unjustly 
injured and the Holy Spirit was 
grieved. But, let me hasten to say, that 
I have the first such meeting ever to 
be in but what there were enough 
consecrated vessels, that the Holy 
Spirit could work through and with, to 
restore a pleasant-feeling atmosphere 
—and pour upon the troubled waters 
healing oil. Many times the tension

WHEN DISASTER STRIKES 

When Texas was’struck twice within the same week by 
two major disasters, the Rev. Frank Langham, secretary 
of the American Bible Society’s office in Dallas, went im- 
mediately into action. He visited Texas City before the 
fires had burned out, met with the Ministerial Alliance 
there, and left supplies of Scriptures and the assurance 
that future needs would be provided. 

Stopping in Dallas only long enough to pick up more 
Scriptures, Mr. Langham hurried on to the tornado disaster 
area in the Texas-Oklahoma Panhandle area. There he 
found a 125-mile strip of desolation. One or two small vil- 
lages had been destroyed completely and one large city 
had 222 blocks demolished. There again Mr. Langham met 
with the ministers and began a thorough program of sur- 
vey and supply. He reports that many more volumes of the 
Scriptures will be needed in the storm area than in Texas 
City, because so many individual families and homes were 


affected.

A TIME TO SOW 

“He that soweth the good seed is the Son of man,” 
Matt. 13:37. 

In the text, the Son of Man is the Sower. Man is to be 
the son of toil. He is to toil—sow seed and reap the har- 
vest. Christ sows the good seed that His Father gives 
Him. As men employ servants to work, so the Son of 
Man hires servants to work together with Him. He calls 
to parents, teachers, preachers, and children, everyone, to 
sow the seed. As for the seed in the parable of the wheat 
and tares, the good seed is said to be the “the children 
of the kingdom”; in the parable of the sower, it is “the 
word of the kingdom.” The children of the kingdom are 
those who have received the Word of God into their honest 
-hearts. The Word, the truth spoken by Jesus, and the Word 
preached by inspired, anointed men called of God, is sown’ 
in the hearts. Hearts should receive the ingrafted Word 
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with meekness, for it is powerful, giving eternal life to the 
receiver. 

But remember, and beware, for there is another power— 
the old devil, who sows evil in men’s hearts, which changes 
them to sons of the wicked one, whose fruit is evil. 

LET US CONSIDER THE SOIL 

All the seed sown do not bring forth fruit, and that 
that. produces is not of the same percentage. Take care 
how we receive the Word. Jesus gives us four kinds of 
hearers. There are some hard hearts, like the seed sown 
by the wayside, which never produce, on whom the WORD 
makes little or no impression, and is soon forgotten. The 
evil one, like birds, snatches it away. Others, like the rocky 
soil, receive the seed, but when the sun of persecution or 
trouble arises, their thin-crusted experience withers away. 
Still others, with hearts full of worldly cares and love of 
money, are choked out spiritually so that they produce 
no fruit. The fourth and enviable soil—the hearts thet 
honestly and sincerely let the Word of God take root in 
their innermost being, bring forth fruit, some an hun- 
dred-, sixty-, and some thirtyfold. 

At last comes the harvest. Notice, in the first three kinds 
of soil the good seed failed, but the evil flourished. In 
every city, town and community where the Word is 
preached, there are those who hear the same songs, 
prayers, testimonies, and sermons. Some will accept the 
message which will bring forth a great harvest, and others 
will let the opportunity pass and never turn to God. Re- 
member, the end is sooner or later coming, and the tares 
will be burned and the wheat gathered into the garner. 
Be careful how you hear. 

There is a time to sow and a time to reap. Most every- 
one prefers the reaping time, the ripe golden grain, the 
luscious fruit, melons and all the bountiful edibles of the 
harvest. It is also true of work for the Master—too many 
desire to see the reaping of rewards, the great harvest 
of souls during a revival, the glorious outpourings of old 
camp meetings, the blessings, yes, showers of blessings 
and refreshings from the Lord. But remember, before the 
harvest there must be the sowing, planting, cultivating, 
watering, pruning, days of toil, sweat and eager waiting. 
Likewise before the revival, there must be those who trav- 
ail in prayer. Many times, months before the evangelist 
reaches the community, the earnest people begin the noble 
work of prayer. In many new fields the evangelist and 
party must labor in the Word and prayer, and sow the 
seed, and little results are visible, but later, another comes 
along watering and immediately new life (eternal life) 


shoots forth.

Friends, I have a little story to tell. 
I am a young man, and at one time I 
was free. I went to church once in a 
while, but I had the idea that religion 
was for old men and women. Let me 
say I was wrong, and I learned too 
late. 

I am in prison now and will be an 
old man when I get out. Please listen, 
young friends, the sinful way of the 
world is no way to live. I know how 
you feel; I felt the same way. No one 
could have told me I would be in 
prison and made me believe it; but 
God was watching me while the devil 
had me in the prison gates. Yes, I 
would like to have another chance, but 
it is too late now. I can live a good 
Christian life in prison, I know, and I 
am doing that. But it is no fun stay- 
ing behind bars like this. I have a lit- 
tle boy out there somewhere; he is 
only three years old now, but he will 
be eighteen when I get out. You don’t 
know how hard it is for a man not to 
see his only son for fifteen years. God 
only knows what will happen to him 
or me in fifteen years, so you see crime 
doesn’t pay. 

I thought I knew it all, but I knew 
nothing. When some of the good 
Christians would come up to me and 
say: “Would you like to go to the altar 
and take Christ as your Savior 
tonight?” I would say, “No, I am not 
ready to live a Christian life—some 
other time.” I wonder what God 
thought of me after all He had done 
for me. He sent His only Son to die for 
my sins and all the sins of the world, 
and I said, “No, not tonight!” Some- 
times I think God should have forgot- 
ten me and let me die in the gutter, 
but He made a promise which He did 
not forget. He said in Revelation 22:17,

Did you ever walk back and forth in 
your room when you were worried 
about something? If you were in one 
of these prisons you would walk, I 
have walked from one end of my cell 
to the other a million times or more. I 
have lain on my bed and could not 
sleep. Did you ever want to see your 
loved ones and could not? Did you 
ever talk to your wife through bars? I 
have. So think before you start a life 
of crime. This is from a lonely convict 
behind prison walls, who needs the 
prayers of all who pray. How I wish 
I could have another chance at life. 
God knows I would go straight. But 
first I have to pay for the crime I com- 
mitted. By the help of God I will never 
go back on Him who has done so 
much for me. Amen.

Our first part on this subject was 
mostly to the evangelists, and I hope 
it was a blessing, as our desire is to 
speak the truth in love. I think the 
evangelist is a very important asset to 
the church.In fact, many of us pas- 
tors would not have a good church to 
pastor if some evangelist had not 
made a great sacrifice in establishing 
it. Many of us pastors are drawing the 
tithes from good members that some 
evangelist labored and travailed in 
pain to get out of the miry clay and 
on the solid rock, yes, inside the 
church, to stand by us pastors. MANY 
OF THE PASTORS NEVER HAVE 
GONE INTO A NEW FIELD AND DUG 
OUT A NEW CHURCH, YET WE 
WANT ONE OF THE BEST. (Now, pas- 
tors, if you feel something inside you 
flaring up a little, then pray.) 


Many times I am made to wonder 
what is wrong with so many of our 
pastors. Don’t they value their word? 
Don’t they want to be truthful? Don’t 
they realize they can’t do wrong and 
get by? Don’t they mind telling the 
evangelist an absolute falsehood? 
When a pastor promises an evangelist 
a revival at a certain time, then at the 
last minute disappoints him and 
leaves him to lose two or three weeks, 
and maybe he has a large family and 
heavy house rent; well, I think it is a 
dirty trick. It is very common and un- 
Christlike, and a pastor who does such 
tricks should go tothe altar, pray 
through, and get a salvation that will 
make him do right and tell the truth.

Yes, that is true, and the 
altar will alter our case also. I think 
a pastor who has a member or mem- 
bers who are likely to upset his plans 
in this, should not make promises.

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The Hindrance 
of the Gospel

Text: 2 Timothy 4:5, “But watch 
thou in all things, endure afflictions, 
do the work of an evangelist, make 
full proof of thy ministry.” 


The apostle Paul, in giving this ad- 
monition to his son in the Spirit, Tim- 
othy, knew that the time would come 
when things would arise and hinder 
the cause of the gospel. 

Jesus knew there were such times 
coming as He spoke of in Matt. 24:10- 
12, “And then shall many be offended, 
and shall betray one another, and 
shall hate one another. And many 
false prophets shall rise, and shall de- 
ceive many. And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of MANY SHALL 
WAX COLD.” 


1. Inconsistency in Prayer 

Today there is that cold, clammy 
feeling among the saints of God. Do 
you know why? Because of our incon- 
sistency in prayer. We have chosen, 
rather than prayer, a form of religion, 
in. a sense. We have and are neglect- 
ing the greatest thing God has given 
us the privilege to do, and that is to 
PRAY! Prayer is the only thing that 
opens heaven’s door. Yet we have 
grown so cold that we fail in this one 
thing. I do not know of anything that 
would be more detrimental to the 
growth of a Christian, or anything that 
would sap our victory as Christians 
any quicker, than to neglect prayer. A 
prayerless life is indeed an empty, 
VAIN LIFE. When we become so dila- 
tory in our everyday life as to forget 
to pray, we are becoming as dross in 
the Master’s hands. 

There is an old adage which is very 
true, “An idle mind is the devil’s work- 
shop.” When we, as Christians, fail to 
pray, then we give access to all kinds 
of evil thoughts and surmisings. This 
hinders the progress of the gospel. 


It is very bad to listen to a minister 
trying to preach who hasn’t prayed 
his message down from God. It is all 
right to have programs. If we are giv- 
en a subject by our state overseer, or 
our state youth director, for the camp 
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meeting or convention, then let us 
pray and ask God to anoint us with 
the message, that souls. might find 
God in this crucial hour. 

We wonder why there ‘are not more 
sinners coming to the house of God 
than are nowadays. If you and I 
prayed as we should, there would be 
greater results. Prayerless lives will 
hinder the gospel in going forth in its 
fulness. 


2. Self-importance 

So many of our people have the im- 
pression that no one can preach but 
them, no one can sing but them, no 
one can lead a testimony service but 
them. These are self-important folks, 
and this is a great hindrance to the 
gospel. 

I am reminded of a story I heard 
one time of a poor old sister back in 
the days when they invited folks to 
funerals. The story goes that they had 
a funeral in her community and didn’t 
invite her. She became furiously angry 
and said, “That’s all right, I’ll have a 
funeral one of these days myself, and 
I won’t invite a one of you.” 


God help us as ministers of the gos- 
pel to pray and be a blessing to each 
other, regardless of how weak and un- 
important we may seem. Let us give 
God all the glory and praise and honor 
for all things, and then folks will have 
confidence in our lives and the gospel 
can go forth in its fulness to win souls 
for Christ. 

Paul admonished Timothy, “But 
watch thou in all things.” God has set 
us upon the wall as watchmen. Paul 
said, in Romans 14:1, “Him that is 
weak in the faith receive ye, but not 
to doubtful disputations.” Just because 
our brother perhaps has not had the 
opportunity, as some have, to receive 
an education, let us not think God 
can’t use him, but forget about SELF 
and pray for our brother to deliver the 
gospel. 


3. Inconsistent in Work 


When we are called into the ministry, 
there is a work to be done. Visit the 
poor and needy and the sinner, and 
talk with him about the Lord. James 
said that to show respect of persons is 





sin. He also said, “Even so faith, if it 
hath not works, is dead, being alone.” 
James 1:27, “Pure religion and unde- 
filed before God and the Father is 
this, To visit the fatherless and wi- 
dows in their affliction, and to keep 
himself unspotted from the world.” 
Visit the sick, Mark 16:18, “They shall 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover.” 


4. Inconsistent in Giving 

The gospel is being hindered greatly 
because the people can’t grasp the 
significance of giving. Missionaries 
are standing in need today. Orphans 
are in need of your help. There are 
11,000,000 Hitler children in Germany 
today. Poland has 100,000 orphans in 


that small country. Juvenile delin- 
quency is running rampant in our 
country. Of all the arrests, ninety- 


seven per cent are in the teen age. The 
gospel needs to go forth but we are 
hindered in doing what we would like 
to do because of the inconsistency of 
giving. In Germany, our missionary, 
that good man who endured such 
hardships during the war, is beseech- 
ing us who lived fat during the time 
he was in the prison camp of Ger- 
many, to open our pocketbooks and 
give, that the gospel might go forth. 

Let us get the VISION of SOULS, pay 
tithes and give our offerings, then let 
us not forget that God exacts from us 
our time as well as our funds. This is 
a lazy time and a time when folks can 
find many plausible excuses to keep 
from attending the house of God. This 
is a great hindrance to the gospel. 


5. Speech 

For the sake of ourselves and those 
that are lost, let us watch our speech 
and let our conversations be seasoned 
with grace to the hearer. Our conduct 
and speech is something which, if we 
do not watch, will certainly hinder the 
progress of the GOSPEL. Everyone is 
watching the Christian and we hold a 
high standard in our communities. Let 
us not lower that standard, but hold 
it high. Hallelujah! 


6. Pride

Daniel 12:4. 

Knowledge sometimes causes one to 
become puffed up, to even consider 
oneself superior to other of God’s 
creation. In most every town in the 
United States, you will find people 
who consider themselves too good to 
consort with others whose material 
assets may be less than those possessed 
by themselves. People on one side of 
town will not mingle with those from 
the other side of the railroad, and 
teach their children to snub the little 
fellows, also. 

For man to get a clear conception of 
himself, he should visit some of our 
beautiful mountains in the United 
States, and look across the deep 
chasms to the towering peaks. Perhaps 
that would cause him to think he is 
just a small part in this great oblate 
spheroid that the Master hath created. 
Conjections have been made and 
theories have been advanced as to the 
creation of hills and dales, why the 
world can stay in space without any- 
thing on which to hang, and the 
origin of life, the theory that man 
sprang from a monkey. (A self- 
respecting monkey would feel insulted 
if compared to some humans residing 
in this world.) 

The same man that has knowledge 
to administer medical aid to some un- 
fortunate person afflicted with an ail- 
ment, will fill himself with whiskey 
that destroys the reasoning faculties 
of man, also the organs that if func- 
tioning properly tend to give good 
health unto us. He will deliberately 
start smoking a cigarette made of 
weeds, that even the companies them- 
selves advertise as not being free from 
harmful effects, but merely emphasize 
the fact that their product is less 
harmful to the helpless victim who is 
unfortunate enough to get bound 
with such a habit. A grown man, well 
and strong, has knowledge to start his 
automobile and drive to a liquor store 
and purchase the vile stuff they dis- 
pense there; but the same man does 
not have wisdom to know that said 
stuff is detrimental to his welfare, and 
perhaps on the morrow he will be too 
sick to go to his job. 
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I visited a jail in south Georgia, to 
see a man who was in jail for murder. 
He, in a drunken state, killed a woman 
and woke up the next day entirely un- 
aware of the crime that he perhaps 
will have to pay for with his life. 

Many men have the knowledge to 
earn large salaries, yet have homes 
that are far below the standard en- 
joyed by people whose incomes are 
half of that enjoyed by the higher 
paid ones. Why? The first family had 
knowledge to earn the money but no 
wisdom to use the money to the best 
advantage. 

Every year people will leap off into 
space from the observation tower of 
the Empire State Building. It requires 
acertain amount of knowledge to 
board the elevator and get off at the 
right place, to climb over the parapet 
and make the leap, but the wisdom is 
surely questionable. 

A baby will find a can of kerosene 
and has sufficient knowledge to lift 
it to his lips, and drink same, 
but has not the wisdom to know that 
the effects are harmful. 

Sin is sometimes camouflaged to 
such an extent that even the saints 
are deceived unless they are prayed 
up. Man has knowledge to participate 
in revelry, adultery and idolatry, but 
wisdom crieth out, “ ’Tis folly to devi- 
ate from the Word of God.” Gal. 6:7 
screams a warning to every one to stay 
clear of all Satan’s snares, or reap the 
consequences, God will not make you 
do right, but when the books are 


opened you will wish you had given 
heed to the pleadings of the Word of 
God. Time after time you have heard 
the exhortations to come out of sin 
and live for the Master. 


James 1:5 is the key to wisdom, and 
will unlock a vast supply of wisdom 
for all who will ask.

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Alone wij God

Only those radiate the power of His 
presence who have been ALONE with 
God. 

Have you learned the secret of vic- 
tory when you are a thousand miles 
away from home? when darkness 
gathers? when there is sickness in the 
home and friends look sad? when the 
last dollar is spent, the coal in the bin 
is running low, the flour barrel is al- 
most empty, and the enemy comes in 
like a flood and says, “Where is now 
thy God?” No human aid can help you 
at such times. Human sympathy is of 
little avail. But there is One in whom 
you can confide, One who will lend a 
listening ear, One who is able to sup- 
ply all your needs, One who will in- 
cline Himself to listen to your prayers. 
Yes, there is One, when your little 
bark is driven by high winds, in foul 
weather, when your masts have gone 
by the board, when your anchor drags 
and sails are rent—One who has sailed 
in storms before, and who knows all 
the seas. And if you will ask Him and 
let Him, He will come aboard and be 
as real to you as your own mother, At 
His word, seas will be calm, winds will 
cease, Euroclydons will obey, and you 
and heaven and hell will know that 
you have God on board. 

How can you get in touch with 
Him? Thank God, if you never have 
known the secret, you may know it 
now. Here it is—get alone with God. 

Read your Bible, read the pages of 
history and see for yourself and know 
by experience that to be alone with 
God is the source of power and the 
secret of victory. Read in the Bible of 
a lonely man who ran away because 
he feared the wrath of the most pow- 
erful king the world at that time 
knew, away from mother, away from 
kinsfolk, out into the loneliness of the 
desert. There God appeared to him, 
talked to him, gave him a commission, 
and started him ona career that 
made him the great lawgiver of Israel, 
and finally honored him with a fu- 
neral that only God and the angels 
attended, and buried him so secretly 
“by Nebo’s lonely mountain” that the 
devil never found either body or grave. 

Look at another man, running from 
his father-in-law, afraid of the wrath 
of his own brother who was coming to 
meet him. He gets alone—alone with 
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God. Children cannot stay, wife can- 
not stay; they are all sent “over the 
brook.” This man must be alone. And 
there appeared One unto him in the 
hours of darkness, aye through the 
midnight hours, and there followed a 
time of struggling and determination 
to hold on, a confessing time. And 
there alone with God, he wins the 
victory, and his name and his nature 
are changed; he is no longer Jacob, 
but Israel, because he has power with 
God and has _ prevailed—prevailed 
when alone with God. 


The evangelical prophet was alone 
with God in the Temple (I like these 
churches that are always open and 
always have an invitation to “come 
in and pray”), and there he saw a 
vision such as he nor any other ever 
had—a threefold vision of himself, 
and God, and his fellow humanity. He 
heard God asking for someone who 
would “go for us,” and he replied, 
“Here am I; send me.” He would never 
have been known as the evangelical 
prophet; he never would have seen the 
“mighty to save” travailing in the 
greatness of His strength, His gar- 


ments stained with blood, had he not 
been alone with God. Alone with God, 
he was, in due time, brought face to 
face with the Treader of the Wine- 
press, the “Coming One” from Edom, 
the “Plant of Renown.” 

Turn to your New Testament. I want 
you to see a man of whom men said 
that his presence was “weak”; a man 
cursed by his church, stoned, left for 
dead; a man who was forsaken by his 
own friends. Yet, one day while alone 
with God, he was caught up into the 
third heaven where he heard things 
he never would nor could tell. The ex- 
perience was so sacred, so sweet, that 
he refers to it only once; but you and I 
may talk it over with him sometime 
when we meet over yonder where God 
gathers His own. 

One Lord’s day, a disciple, most be- 
loved, was alone, and he heard his 
Master’s voice; and there alone with 
God he had visions and _ revelations 
which give us such views of heaven 
that we sometimes long to be there. 
John Bunyan, eleven years alone with 
God in a prison, received an allegory 
that he called “The Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” which blesses the world today 
and is valued by the church second 
only to the Bible. 

Get alone—alone with God! Pour 
out your heart, tell Him everything, 
and He will bless, He will answer, He 
will deliver— Gospel Herald.
